The approval was received Tuesday morning by Attorney

phone message to The Review Mr. Bennett said he approved 
the plans Monday. 


FOR 610 LEVEL. 


The approval provides for a dam at 610 level. It requires 


that before the dam be raised to 615 level that more details be 
filed with the department. 


The department assumes that the city of Decatur has com- 


plied with all laws in the acquirement of property right or that 
it will comply with the laws.

done thig winter, but that will de- 
pend on the weather conditions and 
on the condition of the rirer. 


The contract for clearing the land 


can be 1st and much of the timber 
can be cut this winter. A man with 
a portable saw mill could go Into 
the bottoms ana cut cord wood and 
make a good thing out of It this win- 
ter. There are hundreds of fine trees 
that must be cut down and got out 
of the way.

Coal Co. shaft ha* been very mater- 
ially Increased by the starting of tbe 
coal cutting machines which the com- 
pany Is Just now Installing. Part of 
the machines are at work and they 
are a tremendous help to the miner* 
and the company In Increasing the 
output of coal and the ease of min- 
ing It 


These machines, which are driven 


b; an electric motor undercut huge 
pieces of coal along the wall of the 
room in which the miner is working. 
The coal drops by the force of Its own 
weight anfl the miner with his pick 
and wedge split this huge chunk Into 
smaller pieces which he loads Into his 
car for transfer to the shaft pit.
